to ninety days in jail. Flagler pleaded 
guilty. 

A new labor outbreak was reported 
early this week in “Butchertown,” the 
packing house area of San Francisco. 
Seventy union butchers here in three 
or four packing houses refused to 
work under the American plan which 
the companies aimed to establish. 
Settlement of the trouble is now in 
the hands of the Butchers’ Board of 
Trade. No trouble has been reported ^ 
at the two big packing houses in i 
South San Francisco, the Western 1 
Heat Company and the Virden Pack- j 
tag Company.

Attorney Albert 
Mansfied of Redwood City haB been 
appointed by Judge George H. Buck 
to defend Hightower, and will be as¬ 
sociated with William F. Herron of 
San Francisco and E. J. Emmons of 
Bakersfield. Herron became counsel 
for the defense only after persistent . 
effort on his part. Emmons is High¬ 
tower’s choice of attorney and will 
be in charge of the defendant’s legal / 
talent. 

Doris Shirley, now Mrs. Lee Put¬ 
nam, considered a star witness for the 
prosecution, is being kept with her 
husband under guard at the Sequoia 
Hotel ln Redwood City until the trlgl. 

Hightower was taken Into'the 
trict court of appeals in San fhf* 
cisco Monday In accordance withf a:. ;

W. C. DITTON FILES SUIT 

AGAINST ADMINISTRATOR 

A suit has been filed ln the superior 
court by William C. Dltton against 
James H. Dltton, as administrator 
with the will annexed of the estate of 
Minerva H. Dltton, who died ip San 
Mateo on June 21st last. 

The complaint recites that James 
H. Dltton was appointed adminis¬ 
trator of the estate of Minerva H. 
Ditton, who was the wife of the plain¬ 
tiff, on August 25th. Prior to Mrs. 
Dltton’s death, the plaintiff states he 
purchased certain property in San 
Mateo Park, and for convenience 
placed the title in the name of Wil¬ 
liam C. and Minerva H. Dlttbn. The 
defendant, as administrator, is alleged 
to now retain the property unlawfully, 
and the court is asked to restore the 
title in the property to the plaintiff.

ITS SPLENDOR OF THE PAST 

Palace of the Eecurial in Spain Used 

Now Chiefly as Place of Sepul¬ 
ture for Monarch*. 

One of the great buildings of the 
world is the Eecurial of Spain, 
which stands in a lonely place about 
30 miles northwest of Madrid. It 
is 744 feet long and 580 feet wide, 
and is divided by a series of long 
interior courts to give it the form 
of a gridiron. It was erected in 
honor of St. Lawrence, who was 
roasted on a gridiron, and who con¬ 
founded his executioners by his cool¬ 
ness in the midst of the flames when 
he suggested that they ought to 
turn him, as he was getting over¬ 
done on bis under side. The Es- 
curial was designed more for the 
admission of people than for letting 
in the light, for while it has 11,000 
w-ndows, it has 14,000 doors. In 
spite of that, it is seldom thronged 
by a multitude of people, and the 
intervals of window-washing are 
longer. 

Its most popular use is as a burial 
place for the kings of Spain and the 
mothers of kings The building con¬ 
tains a library of 30,000 books and 
4,300 manuscripts, which are neve'r 
read, and occasional appropriations 
of public money are made to prevent 
the building from falling into a 
state of lonely ruin.

THE DEVIL’S TOWER 

T HIS peculiar freak of nature 
which has become one of Uncle 
Sam’s National Monuments, is located 
near Sundance in northeastern Wyo¬ 
ming.

Here is another "feeler” for your consideration. A story has been sent 
out from Washington to the effect that an alliance has been suggested be¬ 
tween the United 8tates, England, and Japan. Apparently the administration 
would like to know what the American people think of such a proposition. 

No doubt such an alliance could readily be formed If our government 
would Indicate Its willingness to become a signatory. But much would de¬ 
pend upon the conditions imposed. 

As matters stand now we are constantly facing the possibility of war 
with Japan. If there Is no change In international relations we must inevita¬ 
bly fight them at some future time. The whole world Is practically a unit in 

this belief. 

An alliance between the three countries, based upon terms acceptable to 
each, would undoubtedly prevent such a war. Furthermore, such an alliance 
would serve to prevent any other country attacking either England, Japan 

or us. 

But would terms acceptable to us prove equally so to Japan? It Is doubt¬ 
ful. Our Interests are too widely divergent. And yet all things are possible 
when nations make a sincere effort to live in peace and harmony. 

Before expressing a decided opinion for or against such a proposition we 
would want to know more of the details. The fellow who leaps in the dark 
never knows where he will light.

JOHNNY APPLESEED” SCOUT 
WHO PLANTED ORCHARDS

Not all of the great scouts were In¬ 
dian fighters. In contrast to the ca¬ 
reer of Lewis Wetzel, who wus some¬ 
thing of a professional Indian killer, 
la the life of John Chapman or 
“Johnny Appleseed.” Chapman never 
killed an Indian in his life, but he 
probably saved as many white men 
from death at 'their hands as Wetzel 
did. 

Chapman first appeared on the Ohio 
frontier In 1800. He came floating 
down the Ohio river In a canoe, tow¬ 
ing another, and both boats were load¬ 
ed with apple seeds from the cider 
mills of Pennsylvsnta. ills purpose 
was to plant the seeda In the wilder¬ 
ness so that orchards would be started 
for the settlers when they arrived 
there to make their homes. 

For the next 80 years he went every 
where up and down the Ohio country, 
planting seeds, going from one orchard 
to another, pruning and caring for the 
young trees. He was a welcome via 
Itor In the Jog cabins of the settlers 
for he always carried a Bible and 
some books from which he would read 
and preach to them before the blazing 
fireplaces In the evening. 

Johnny practiced his teachings of 
humility and kindness. He never killed 
anything for food. He carried a kit 
of cooking utensils, including a mush 
pan, which he sometimes wore as a 
bat. Usually he wore a broad-brimmed 
black hat, but a coffee sack with arm 
holes cut In It was his only coat. 

White men called him “queer,” for 
be often went barefoot In winter as 
well as In summer, but the Indians 
said, “He has been touched by the 
Great Spirit.” He went everywhere 
among them unharmed, for the fact 
that Johnny never carried a gun con¬ 
vinced them that ha was under the 
special protection of the Manlto. 

During the War of 1812 when the 
British were overrunning the Ohio 
country. Johnny Appleseed performed 
hla greatest service for his people. In 
hla wanderings among the tribes he 
often learned of their plans for at 
tacks on the settlements. Where no 
other white man could have gone 
Johnny passed in safety and more 
than once he carried warning* to the 
settlers, giving them time to prepare 
for defense before the red invaders 
swept down upon them. 

All this time Johnny Appleseed was 
earrylng out his cheriRhed dream of 
making Ohio bloom with fruit trees 
and many of the finest orchards In 
that state today owe their beginnings 
to this strange man. In his later years 
Johnny left the country which he had 
helped beautify and went to live with 
a relative in Fort Wayne, Ind. Hv 
died In 1847.

Prune Tea Roses After Growth Starts 

In regions where cold sometimes 
injures roses, teas and their hybrids 
should be trimmed later than the 
other classes, or about the time their 
growth starts. Trim in the same 
manner as the hybrid perpetuals. Be¬ 
cause of their usually more delicate 
growth they will look much smaller 
when the work is done, however. The 
strongest growing roses should not 
be cut as short at the weaker ones. 
When overpruned, the tendency of 
the plants is to grow wood rathei; than 
to bloom. A few varieties will not 
stand the extremely close pruning 
described. When pruned for speci¬ 
men blooms the teas and hybrid teas 
will be only six inches to one foot 
high. China, Bengal, and moss roses 
should be treated the same as the 
teas and hybrid" teas, except that it is 
not desirable to cut them quite so 
closely. Bourbon roses should have 
only half the length of the shoots re¬ 
moved. Summer pruning is desirable. 

When a flower is cut from a tea 
rose or other perpetual bloomer, only 
two or three strong eyes of the cur¬ 
rent season's growth of that branch 
should be left on the plant. This will 
give the roses very long stems. It 
may seem like destroying the bush to 
take so much off, but if the object is

the production of roses, 
away of the surplus wood will attain 
the desired end. 

The greatest temptation to leave 
wood is where there are two or more 
buds on one branch, some being 
small when the terminal one is open. 
This temptation to follow’ a bad prac¬ 
tice can be avoided by pinching off all 
side shoots after a bud has formed 
on the end of a branch. This pre¬ 
vents the formation of two or more 
buds on one stalk, and will encourage 
additional blooms on varieties which 
bloom more than once a year.
